READY TO SAIL 
Five German submarines sank 


The vessels 
wete blown up by torpedoes, Seven 
hundred of the crews were saved. 
The other British ships opened fire 
on the submarines and ‘sank two 
with all hande aboard. It is pro- 
bable that this will cause England 
to. hasten a naval battle because 
Getmany may destroy too many 
ships in this manner. 


As soon as transpérts and con- 
voys can be provided the Canadian 
contingent that has been a Valear- 
tier will sail fo? England. This first 
contingent consists of 31,200 men 
and 7,500 horses making 19 battal- 
ions of infantry including Princess 
Patricia regiment. There will be 
3 squadrons of Strathcona Horse, 3 
squadrons of Royal Canadian Dra- 
goons and the artillary, 4,000 men 
and many 12, 18 and 68 pound guns 


The struggle along the river Aisne 
continues and neither army have 
had any decisive results. German 
reinforcements are coming all the 
time and the Allies cannot roaler an 
assault without a terrible @ac 
Both English and French say ~ ut 
it will require an almost superhu- 
man effort to win. Along a front 
of 150 miles: millions of men are 
engaged. Exhausted by constant 
fighting from trenches deep in water 
from the continuous rain. a terrible 
rege is. going on that. willtry 
the metal of the armies engaged. 

General Louis Botha, premier of 
the Union of South Africa will take 
supreme command of the British 
operations against German, south 
west Africa. 


Britain has thrown a line of 200 
warships across the North Sea by 
the German naval base at Heligo- 
land, that will make it impossible 
for any ships to get through. 


Reports come from Petrograd, 
that the Russian army continues to 
pursue the Austrians. They have 
captured 80 guns and ammunition 
and taken 5,000 prisoners. The 
border from Yusevoff to Annapol is 
full of Cossacks. 


Russians are bombarding the 
Austrian fortress of Przemysl. It 
is also reported that they have re- 
pulsed the Austrians near Baranow 
and Ranichow in Galicia. 


A regiment of British infantry 
received the order te take a German 
position. Knowing the cost was to 
be great they knelt a minute in 
prayer. Then with cheers they be- 
gan the advance. The Germans 
met them with machine guns, that 
took a heavy toll, but with fixed 
bayonets those that remained of the 
attacking party took the position.

Parcel Post Paying its Way 
; No specia. check is being kept by 
ithe post office department upon che 
revenues from the el post, but the 
inspectors report that the volume of 
traffic is steauily increasing, and that 
the system is working very astisfac- 
torily, It was inaugurated in February 
with a five-pound limit, but this lim- 
itation was soon removed and parce!s

Raising Crops by Radiun 
The effect of radium on _ plant 


It is claimed that many of the re- 
sults are so promising that ‘t is pos- 


said that iadium has an adverse ef- 
fect on the undesirable soil organ- 
isms, leaving the useful ones freer to 


Best results are obtained with the 
use of about one-seven-hundredth 
pert of a grein of radium to one ton 
of soil. The residues left behind after 
radium has veer extracted from min 
erals usually contain a minute quan 
tity of radium, 

When these residues, which are of 
comparatively -ittle value, are mixed 
in the soil, wheat and barley grow 
with great repidity and the leaves are 
usually of a darker color. 

The most decisive results so far re- 
ported have been obtained with rad- 
ishes and carrots, which in some 
cases have been nearly six times as 
heavy as those. grown under similar 
ecnditions in ordinary soil. : 

Experiments are also being made to 
ascertain the influence of both rad 
ium and radium emanation on the size 
and color of flowers and other mar- 
ket garden produce. It is stated that 
once incorporated with the soil the 
effects of .be radium residues will 


remain constant tor hundreds of 
years.
